THE FEDERAL LEGISLATURE, 


The National Beard of Uealith Kebuked—The Fate 
ef the Tarif Bill. 

WasHINGTON, February 20.—The republi- 
can sevatorial caucus this mornivg indulged 
ina general discussion of the situation and 
an unusually frank expression of opinion was 
given. Some of the speakers adviged the 
abandonment of the tariff bill on thdground 
that its furtoer discussion was utter f@ly and 
a Waste of time; that it had been abundantly 
demons'rated that no tariff measure can pos- 
sibly be passed at this session, and that each 
day seemed to place the republicans them- 
selves farther avd fartLer from any possibility 
of agreement upon the fioal terms and rates 
of the bill, Oo the contrary it was urged 
that tbe bill had now reached a puint 
whereby harmon of purpose 
andacuon on the part of the republicans and 
abstinence trom turther speeches, a final vo.e 
sould soon be reached; that to abandon the 
bili now would be a virtual concession bv the 
republicaus that they could not agree among 
themselves, and that the logical resuit would 
be to piace the onus of the responsibility for 
the ia:lure of the tariff revision upun the re- 
publican party. A vote was. finally taken

GUSH BY GATH., 


The Great Journalist Unbosems Uimself to a Washing- 
ton audience. 
Special to The Constitution. 

WasHineton, February 19.—‘Gath’’ de- 
livered his lecture, ‘‘Thomas, the Doubter,”’ 
to a large audience at Willard hall on Friday 
night. Why itisso called it 1s hard to see, 
unless it be to indicate that its author is not 
of the class of indiscriminate hero worship 
pers. The lecture isa sketch of the charac- 
te/istics of all the presidents from Washing 
ton down to Buchanan, sensibly closing witr 
the beginning of the war and the entrance of 
men who cannot be calmly estimated now. 
Among the greatest giories the lecturer at- 
tributes to Washington is the introduction 
and first successful breeding of the mule 
in this country, a point that should be keenly 
appreciated in the south. Adams he makes 
the greatest lawyer among the presidents, and 
Abizail Adams the only highly giftec woman 
that ever occupied the white house. The 
nearest appruach to a hero he finds in Jack- 
son, the great physical president, who made 
the Uni-ed States feared among nations. Up 
to his time only eighty men had been dis 
charged from oflice. He turned out a thonu- 
sand, and all his cabinet he removed in one 
day. Jefferson’s great originality and striking 
peculiarities were graphically sketched alsv. 
Of every president in the list alluded to some 
interesting avecdoie was related. The grea:- 
est of the defeated candidates, such as Clay, 
Webster and Breckenridge, were also describ- 
ed. The lecture bears evidence alike of pa- 
tient collection and arrangement of informa- 
tion and careful literary finish. It was band- 
somely received throughout the two hours of 
its delivery.

Witness made out a statement which he gave 
to Dorsey. Dorsey fixed it up, changing some 
parts of it and witness then swore to it. Wit- 
ness kept the original copy, andit was in his 
desk and among the papers taken from 
his office after’ the last trial, 
THE GUILTY THREE. 

When asked what became of the paper 
sworn to, witness said: ‘‘Dursey and Colonel 
Ingersoll and myself went to the white house 
with it, Dorsey and [ngerso}l going up stairs 
and I remaining down stairs, and that was 
the last I saw of it.’’ Witness identified a 
copy of his retracting affidavit as published 
in the newspapers at the time, and it was 
read by Mr. Merrick. Witness then, 
taking the paper, read the portions which he 
had written, and the portions written by 
Dorsey. The statement of facts as to his 
alleged interviews with MacVeagh and James 
in capacity of a detective, really in the inter- 
est of Dursey, etc., was a joint composition by 
witness and Dorsey, Dorsey inserting a clause 
here and there, apparently for the purpose of 
improving the stury and making it more 
plausible. The closing paragraphs, declaring 
the witnesses’ positive knowledze that no re- 
lations of acorrupt nature hadever existed 
between Dor-ey and any government official, 
and justifying bis (witress’) conduct in as 
suming the roie of a detective, on the ground 
that the attorney general wuy aciing as a de- 
tective to ruin ex-Senator Dorsey, Were writ- 
ten by 8S. W. Dorsey. The opening paragraph 
about undertaking to leara, in the role of a 
detective, what was the cause of the abuse of 
Dorsey in the newspapers and the active 
hostility of ex-senator Clayton against Dorsey, 
was also written by Dorsey. Witness said 
that the statement in the affidavit that he 


(witness) could imitate perfectly and conin- 


ually, did imitate Dorsey’s handwriting, was 


untrue. He had on two occasions been author- 
ized by Dorsey to sign. checks, but he bad 
never attempted to imitate Dorsey’s hand- 
writing.

A few evenings thereafter Kemp 
and Miss McDaniels left the house together, 
and no tidings of either were heard until 
four days had elapsed, when the mother 
received a note from her erring child 
requesting her to call at a room on the second 
floor of a house, corner of Baltimore and 
Frederick streets. Upon the mother going 
there, she discovered ber daughter in a small, 
obscure room, the only furniture of which was 
a dilapidated bedstead, a chair and table. 
Upon the bed lay the poor girl, suffering great 
agony and looking the picture of despair. A 
physician was summoned, and the sick one 
removed to her mother’s residence. She then 
confessed that she had been ruined by young 
Kemp, and that he had taken her to tae 
same secluded spot, where he had forced her 
to take drugs for the purpose of producing an 
abortion, and, failing in bis object, had de- 
serted her. She continued ill until the first 
instan', when she gave birth to a male child, 
which died shortly afterward.

THE $2000,000 FAILURE. 


The Suspension of J. V. Ayer’s Sons of Chicago— 
Heavy Liabliities. 


Cuicaco, February 20.—The failure of J. V. 
Ayers sons, a prominent iron firm, which 
was announced here on Saturday, is one of 
the heaviest that has recently taken place. 
The firm refuses to make any statement, but 
its Jiahilities are figured between $1,000,000 
and $2,0U0 000. Its assets are not known. [he 
failure is pronounced a bad one, and itis said 
that it will most likely nvolve a number of 
other firms here and in Ohio. The indebted 
ness is mostly to banks here and in Yoeungs- 
town, Ohio. It issurmised that the Brown, 
Bonnell & company, rolling mill company, 
in which the Chicago firm is che largest stock. 
holder, is involved in the downfall- 
This latter corporation employs several thou- 
sand men and operates rolling mil's, blas¢ 
furnaces and coal mines in Ohio, near Cleve- 
land, 

I'he suspension was precipi'‘ated by the 
failure of ihe firm to meet $15.000 of its paper 
held by the Union Natlonal bank of this 
city, AS soon as the failure got abroad it 
had: a marked influence in business circles. 
Among the iron dealers it created consierna- 
tion; among the banks all was gloom, It is 
said on good authority that to-day, after the 
aunouncement of the failure, all the banks 
examined carefully all the paper of iron deal- 
erm held by them.’ It is feared that because 
of this alarm among the banks other failures 
may be precipitated here next week. J. Y. 
Ayer’s Suns sold last year railroad and mer- 
caant iron worth $3,800,000, and was proba- 
bly the largest concern of its kind in the 
country. The firm suld to railroads, to large 
contractors and tu,manuafacturers. It is the 
rélic of the very rich old concern of Hale, 
Ayers & Co., which was founded here in 1859. 

AN ATTENDANT FAILURE.

THE REPRESENTATION HE MADE 
AT MACON Y®STERDAY, 


Proesedirgs of the S.ate Agricultural Society—The 
Annus! Address of Colone! Tem Bard man— 
Generali Browne R-p+'is an Atteck Upon 
His Metnod—A Lively Soene. 


Special to The Constitution, 

Macon, February 20.—The annual session 
of the Gcorgia state agricultural society as- 
sembled to-day at ten o’clock in Masonic hall, 
Macon, President Thomas Hardeman presid- 
ing. The exercises opened with prayer by 
Rev. J. W. Hinten, paster of Mulberry street 
Methodist church. An address of welcome 
in’bebalf of the city of Macon was delivered 
by Wm. H. Felton, an attorney of the Macon 
bar. It was an entertaining speech and finely 
spoken. Hon. F. C. Furman, of Baldwin 
county, made the response in behalf of the 
convention. It was a chaste production. 
Secretary E. C. Grier called the roll of mem- 
bers, and nearly two hundred were present. 


The membership of the society is two hun- 
dred and eighty. The attendance is quite 
large for the first morning’s session. The 
personel of the convention i$ very @istin- 
guished. Among the prominent men present 
are-David E. Butler, P. M. Young, L. M. 
Feiton, J. M. Mobley, R. J. Powell, Geo W. 
Adams, F. C. Furman, P. J. Berckmans, 
General Wm M. Browne, Professor Char- 
bonnier, Professor White of the State univer- 
sity, L. F. Livingston. 
THE ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

The annual address of President Harde- 
man was a learned essay, evidencing great 
research. It was the most practical speech the 
distinguished gentlemen ever delivered, re- 
plete with wholesome advice, material knowl- 
enge and grand conceptions. He only once 
alluded to the recent comments of certain 
papers concerning the agricultural societ 
growing out of thechange of place of hold- 
ing the present session of the convention 
from Albany to Macon. Said President Har- 
deman: ‘I have been accused recently by 
certain of the papers of Georgia as being in- 
different to our beloved state university. Far 
be such a feeling or thought from me. I 
would not rob it of a student or pluck a flow- 
er from its glorious brow. But on the cun- 
trary rather would I see it endowed by legis- 
lative enactment with $100,000.”" Tremen- 
dous applause greeted this sentiment, 

AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENTS. 

General William M. Browne, professor of 
agriculture, delivered an interesting address 
embracing ‘‘the report of experiments at the 
university farm.’’ At the close of the address 
General Browne drew from his pocket an ar- 
ticle published last fallin the Lrelegraph and 
Messenger, on the subject of establishiug ex- 
perimental farms, attacking the action of the 
agricultural suciety endeavoring to pass 
through the legisia:ure a bill creating several 
experimental farms or stations in different 
purts of the state. The article was 4 severe 
eriticism of General Browne and his reports, 
General Browne to-day denounced the article 
asa reflection upon tac agricultural society 
and its intelligence. The speech was shar 
and caustic, and was heartily applauded, 
showing that the mass of the delegates were 
sympathizing with him 

COLONEL REESE TAKES UP TRE GAUNTLET. 

General Browne’s remarés Sbroug itgColone! 
W. H. moose, of Marshailviile, to say that he 
was the ‘iathor of the article. Mr. en- 
deavored to defend the position and asked if 
there was any one present who had received 
practical benefit from the A‘ hens experiment- 
al farm to rise and say so. Several instantly 
arose and acknowledged, giving their indebt- 
edness to General Browne and his report. 
Then Colone! Reese maintained that no good 
ever came of this farm. The expensive luxu- 
ries should be abolished¢ 

BROUGHT TO A VOTE, 

Hon. L. F. Livingston, of Newton county, 
replied to Mr. Reese in an effective speech, 
demanding a positive decision on this ques- 
tion, so that the legislature would know what 
the agricuitural soviety desired. Mr. H. H, 
Jones, of Bibb, offered a resolution denoune 
ing the attack of Mr. Reese, and indorsing 
General Browne’s experimental farm and re- 
ports. A Bartow county delegate moved to 
table the resolution. The moiion was lost, 
The resolution of Mr. Jones was adopted, 
save two dissenting vwices. This debate was 
the liveliest work of the morning’s session. 

A few remarks were made condemning the 
recen, press articles bur'esquing the agricul- 
tural society, ana callingits meu bers tramps. 
The convention then adjourned.

A grantor executed a deed, 
whereby in consideration of ten dollars and 
of the love be bad toward his wife and chil- 
dren, he conveyed to the wife cer- 
tain real estate for and during her natural 
life, and after her death to go to the above 
named children, and such other children as 
she wight then have liviog by him, share and 
share alike, their heirs and assigns, etc. The 
habeundum clause was, to have and to hold 
to the wife for life and after her death to the 
children living at the time of her death by 
the grantor; and in case of herdeath without 
leaving children, to revert to the grantor, 
his heirs and assignes. It then proceeded as 
fo lows: 

“With the power and right of the said 
James E. Butler, to act as the trustee for his 
said wife and children, and as such trustee to 


Iuanage and control said propery, subject to 
the trust afuresaid, and to cullect the rents, 
issues and profits accruing from the above de® 
scribed property and to expend the same in the 
supportand tue maint-nauce and education 
of said wife and chiidren, and shuuld any sur- 
pilus remain, to re-invest the Same in such 
other property, subject to the above described 
tru-ts aud limitations, as be shall deem must 
for the interest of said trust estate, and with 
power and authority to the said Elizabeth C 
Butler, the wife, to change said trusteeship 
and select another upon application to the 
chancellor.”

SOME FRESH PACTS. . 
Congressman Bianchard of Louisiana, in 4 
short speech on the infamous proposition to 


le a oneal 
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rtant facts that are new to the discussion. 

He showed that while the duty on cotton is 
piid every year, one season being the life of 
a tie, the duty upon other articles of iron 
and steel manufacture is paid only once due 
ring a period of years. The duty upon steel 
rails, for instance, is paid only once in ten 
years, that period being the life of asteel rail. 
Thus, in ten years, ten duties, equal to 550 
per cent, at the present ad valorem rate of 
35 per cent, will be paid upon a cotton 
tie, while a steel rail will have paid only’ one 
duty amounting to about seventy-five per 
cent, 

During the year ending June 30, 1882, 42,- 
351,058 pounds of cotton ties were imported 
for consumption, paying the government 
more than a quarter of a million of dollars 
revenue, the duty being thirty-five per cent 
ad valorem. The specific duty of 1.4 
cents per pound is prohibitory, as shown by 
the small amount of revenue collected from 
hoop iron. 

Whether any tariff bill is passed by con- 
gress or not, the republican majority has 
shown its desire to burden the southern cot- 
ton growers, white and colored, with a piece 
of sectional jobbery, and the record is suffi- 


cient. 


A CONTEMPORARY’S MISTAKE. 

Quite recently, the Albany Newsand Ad- 
yertiser, which has been training its fancy 
by galloping up and down the vast water- 
melon patches of south Georgia, seized upon 
two modest sesqui-centennial paragraphs 
which appeared in these columns and endea- 
vored to give them a splenetic twist. One of 
these paragraphs was to the effect that Savan- 
nah was an old Jady before Atlanta was born. 
The other set forth the probability that some 
time or other in the dim future Atlanta 
would have a centennial of her own. 

The trained fancy of the Albany News and 
Advertiser immediately saw in these inno- 
cent paragraphs some occult evidence of 
spleen. Placing them in juxtaposition, it 
proceeded to call the attention of the Morn- 
ing News to the envious attack upon 
Savannah. 

The News, we regret to say, received the 
humorous interpretation of its Albany 
contemporary in all seriousness, and gravely 
reproduced the paragraphs and comments 
thereon. We venture to say, however, that 
the city :eaders of our Savannah contempo- 
rary will fail to find any evidence of spleen 
orenvy inthe paragraphs which it quotes. 
If there isanybody in and around Atlanta 
who fails to take an honest and hearty pride 
in the prosperity and growth of Savannah, 
we have yet to hearof him, and if there is 
any spirit of envy in this quarter it has thus 
far failed to develop itself. So far as the 
sesqui-centennial is concerned, the interest 
that Atlanta took in the affair justified Tue 
CONSTITUTION in giving as full and as com. 
plete a report of the exercises as appeared in 
the Savannah papers. TheeNews should not 
allow the playful humor of its Albany con- 
temporary to lead it into traps and pitfalls. 


FARM PRODUCTION. 

The census in a remorseless but unerring 
manner shows why in one _ section the 
farmers live comfortably and are as a class 
prosperous, and why elsewhere the reverse 
is the general condition.

The matter of economy does _ not 
enter into this little table. It is 
really a matter of energy, skill, 


and perhaps we should add of home markets. 
In the most favored section of our country— 
the section of clear skies and of soil that can 
be made as productive as any the sun ever 
shone on—in that section the average farmer 
produces in a year only $185, while in bleak 
sterile New England his colleague produces 
nearly twiceas much! The farmers of New 
England and in the middle states do not oc- 
cupy new lands; they work in no virgin soil 
to speak; their lands have _ been 
in use as arule much longer than the lan's 
in Georgia or even in Virginia, and yet these 
lands are not exhausted. On the contrary, 
they become each year more productive. 
This is farming. It is not scalping. 

It must, however, be said in favor of our 
farmers, that they have not the advantag+s 
of home markets, as have the farmers of the 
These home markets are

northeastern states. 


the result of a heavy population and 
plenty of factories. Manufacturing 
towns supply customers for the smaller 


farm products--for garden vegetables and 
small fruitsand butter and chickens and egys 
and honey, and many similar articles which 
considerably swell the income of a northern 
farmer: Such markets will soon be found,we 
hope, in the south, and when they are the 
southern farmer will have no excuse of lag- 
ging behind the northern farmer in produc- 
tion. He should, in fact, greatly outdo him, 
tor he works undera happier sky in a kind- 
lier soil. SS 
THE TARIFF MUDDLE. 

When Mr. Kelley formally turned his tariff 
bill adrift, he expressed a weak hope that out 
of the senate bill ‘‘might come a revised tariff 
law.’ This is the old game of eleventh-hour 
legislation at the hands of a conference com- 
mittee. The protectionists will not permit 


the senate bill to pass as it stands, but they 


intend to work into it all their demands 
in a conference committee, and then to push 
it through both honses. 

The bill to reduce internal taxation, which 
the house refused on Monday to pass under a 
suspension of the rules, is the old proposition 
to repeal all taxes on capital and deposits of 
banks; the stamp tax on bank checks, drafts 
and orders; the tax on matches, perfumery 
and medicinal preparations; to reduce the tax 
on manufactured tobacco to 8 cents a pound, 
on cigars to $3 a thousand,andon cigarettes to 
$1.75 a thousand. It is claimed that these 
changes would reduce the revenue from 
$30,000,000 to $40,000,000. 

The republicans were wholly demagogical 
in this effort to pass a bil' to reduce taxation. 
A part of them supported it because they 
would be very glad to strengthen the need of 
a large revenue through the custom houses, 
and all of them wanted to be able to go before 
the country with a paper record in favor of 
tax reduction. They will now claim that they

Ad- 
joint g the poreh on the northern side is a 
window, which cannot be seen from the street, 
The Rev. Alexander MeLean, the  assist- 
ant minister of the church, sleeps in one of the 
rooms of the tower of the church, adjoining the 
Suncay school room. When he entered the church 
and retired to bis room about 10:30 o'clock Satur 
day night, everything was secure. Some time after 
that hour the burglars, who were probably familiar 
with the buildicg, entered the window adjoining 
the porch, at the southern end, and tried by means 
of “‘jimmies,’’ to open several doors. Wherever 
they were successful in effecting an entrance they 
rummaged drawers and closets, but they failed to 
tind anything of va'u; until they reached Dr. 
Houghton’s robing-room. They were unable to 
pry open his deor, and, openiog a window, they 
passed out to the roof and entered Dr. Houghton's 
reom by forcing a window in the rear of the 
apartment, the silyerware was locked in a cabi- 
mt in the room. it consisted of a large@silver 
flagon having a lily in barrelief on the one side, 
and an inseription on the other showing that it 
was the giftofamotherin memorv of her daugh- 
ter, asilver chalice, gold lined, the giftof@ daugh- 
ferin memory of her mother Encirec’ing a knob 
Which formed the handle of the lid was a diamond 
ring and two gold rings, one of which was a wed- 
ding ring, while the other was set wita a pearl.

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A FATAL M'STAKE, 


A Fire-Escape Man Whe Kececived Fatal Injuries in 
Exhibiting His luventien. 

Cuicaco, February 19—William McClel- 
land. a patent fire escape seller, received what 
will probably prove fatal injuries, while ex 
hibiting his “tire escape,’ ai the corner of 
Madison and Halsted streets, this morning 
His ‘‘escape’’ ccnsists of a long rope, and on 
it a steel traveler, which is fastened toa belt 
around the waist of the operator. The ‘‘trav- 
eler,’”’ which is connected with the rope by 
two webs through which the rope runs, can 
be stopped atany time in the descent by 
tightening the rope beneath, on the prin- 
ciple whereby «a tent cleat hoids tight, 
When McVieland attempted to exhibit his 
apparatus this morning. intending to descend 
from the fourth story of the brick building on 
the southeast corn: r of Madison and Halsted 
streets, he fustened one end of the rope to a 
knob fastened to the base board of the wall of 
the room, and used a buffer to the door to 
swing against, and cast the rope out of the 
window. He then proceeded to descend, but 
bad nut slid down more than afoot when the 
knob to which the end of the rope was 
fastened gave way, and McClelland was pre- 
cipitated to the stone sidewalk below, a dis- 
tance of fifty feet. Directly underneath was 
a “dummy,’’ used by clothing stores to exhibit 
suits of clothes on, and upon this he first 
fell before reaching the pavement, the dummy 
materially breaking bis fall. When picked 
up McClelland was found to have received 
severe injuries in his back and head, and he 
also suffered internally. He was taken to the 
county hospital, where the physicians 
expressed sume hope of saving bis life, but it 
is considered a slim chance. McClelland has 
been exhibiting bis fire escape for soine weeks 
past at the Conimercial hotel, and had 
arranged for an exbibition at the Montauk 
building this afternoon. He is a Canadian, 
and so far as koown has no relatives in 
Chicago, although an elderly gentleman, who 
could not be found, was associated with him 
in business.

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A TOUGHER SUBJECT THAN HORSE- 
| FLESH TO HANDLE. 


The Tarfman Gets Stuek in a City Contract, in Which 
the Oartmen Cheat him in Loads ard then 
Strike for an Advanor—The Sing Sing 
Conovicts— Death of “Aunt Bally.” 


Special to The Constitution. 

New York, February 20.—Plunger Walton 
is stillin great trouble, owing to the strike of 
the men employed by him toclean the streets. 
The department holds him to a fulfillment of 
his contract, but the men hired by him are 
led off by the strikers. Walton says that to 
clean all the streets of the city in the way 
that Broadway between Seventeenth street 
and Twenty-second street 1s cleaned by pri- 
vate persons, would cost $6 000.000 a year. In 
Berlin $700,000 a year is allowed, and each 
street is cleaned every day. But the laborers 


getonly thirty six cents a day. ‘At New York, 


prices it would require $6,000,000 to pay them. 
Mr. Walton says that after every snow storm 
he clears the snow from Park Row, Nassau 
street, two blocks of Ann. street, two 
b.ocks of Chambers street, from Catharine, 
Fulton and Wall streets, Exchange place, 
New street, one block of Broad street, and the 
neighborhood of the cotton and produce ex- 
changes. If asnowfail like the last but one 
should remain in the streets without melting 
it would take the entire force of the s'reet- 
cleaning department until next June to getit 
away. The cartwen were in the habit of tak- 
ing off only half loads, and for this they were 
docked. Against this the carimen struck, 
and from this the strike developed into a de- 
mand for increased wages. Ata meeting of 
the mén a messenger was sent to see Walton 
and bring him to the hall. There was cheer- 


ingas Walton appeared. A keg of beer 
stood upon a tuble in the centre 
of the room. About two hun- 


dred men were present. Contractor Walion 
walked up tothe tableand said: ‘I needn't 
say much to you. There is lots of ice in the 
sireetand ashes in the barrels. You can go 
to work when you choose. With regard to 
the cut for short loads, we will try to wake it 
as pleasant for you as possible. 1 know that 
a cart which starts with a full load will jolt 
down some on the pavement, but it ought not 
to be three or four barrels short. On account 
of the delay in this matter, IL can tell yoa 
that Mr. Coleman threatened last night to 
take the coniract away from me.’’ Mr. Wal- 
ton ordered another keg of beer and departed. 
The mep bowever remained out in the strike, 
and the Plunger is likely to sustain serious 
injury ip his business.

The laughter which follows the telling ofa 
siory that no respectable man would listen to rings 
through the building during the mornings and 
after..o ns The tramps lounge on theclerks’ desks 
and the clerks ar e compelled to plead for a chance 
to attend to their duties. Aldermanic committees 
beg, at times, for a room in which to hold their 
meetings. When an on'tsider asks why the ex-office- 
holders and tramps are not driven out of these 
roows the politicians reply. ‘‘The people who fre- 
quent these qnarters are friends and heelers of the 
aldermen, aud know that the aldermen will not 
dare disturb them ”’

‘Please tell we somethiig more of the extent.of 
yoursch.ool work. aow many schools have you in 
operation at the present time? ‘ 

“The association spent last year for current ex- 
penses $797,500. Of this over $230,000, exclusive of 
cost of coll cuion and administration, was expended 
in the south; and, in addition to this, about 
$84,000 was put into buildings and permanent 
endowments, making a tot 1 outlyy in the south 
last vear of over #314,-00, omitting mention of what 
was pul into the Chinese and Indiau work. In the 
last seventeen Yours, we bave expended, asa free 
vift to the south, over $5,000,000. We support 
wholly oriu great part six chartered ins:itutions. 
tep normal aud high schools not chartered, and 
thirty tive schools of lower grade. We employ iu 
wll about 240 teachers, and had last year 9,600 
studeuts in our sehools 

‘*iwo ofour institutions are colleges in the strict- 
eat sense of the word. We have three theo.ogical 
echools and two law schools. But the chief part of 
our la or, at present, goes toward the traning of 
teachers. The public echo.1] system is gradually 
growiug at the sonth; free schools are beiug open- 
ed for colored children, and the demand for prep- 
erly trained teachers is in excess of the supply.’’
